The 
best way to determine the 
nutritional needs ofa pecan 
orchard is by soil test.

ment for bearing trees will 
be about the same under 
most conditions. Apply 8 
pounds of actual nitrogen 
per tree in February, so it 
will be available to the 
trees during the period of 
flush growth which occurs 
mostly in the month of 
May. Apply lime only as re- 
commended by soil test to 
maintain a pH of 6.0 to7,0, 
Zinc is needed to prevent 
rosette, especially if lime 
has been applied. Two 
pounds of 36 percent zinc 
sulfate per tree each year 
or 10 pounds every five 
years is sufficient to pre- 
vent rosette.

Coffee County’s peanut 
yield in 1965 was 1400 lbs, 
per acre.

For Civil Defense 


The possibility of a nu- 
clear bomb dropping on 
Alabama may not arouse 
the general public, but this 
threat has been the sub- 
ject of a full year’s plan- 
ning by the Alabama Na- 
tional Guard, 

The military support for 
Civil Defense Section was 
formed in February, 1965, 
under a Department of De- 
fense program now oper- 
ative inall states. The mis- 
sion is to coordinate the 
emergency operations of 
all Army, Navy, Air Force, 
Marine Corps, and Reserve 
components assigned to 
support Alabama civil de- 
fense efforts in nuclear at- 


tack, 

Headed by Colonel 
James L, Reynolds of 
Prattville, the section is 


composed of five officers 
and one enlisted man. 

In the first year of oper- 
ation, emergency plans 
have been formulated to 
employ all National Guard 
units. Planning is now con- 
tinuing to include active 
forces which have been de- 
Signated by the services 
as being available toassist 
the state in a nuclear dis- 
aster. 

In the event of attack, 
the planning staff and other 
elements of the Army and 
Air National Guard would be 


ordered to active duty 
under Major General 
Alfred C,. Harrison, Ala- 
bama Adjutant General. 


Guard Headquarters would 
serve as a State Area Com- 
mand under the Third U.S, 


‘Army at Fort McPherson, 


Georgia.

BEEF WELLINGTON FOR VIP’S 


1-1/2 recipe Puff Paste 

3-4 lb. filet of beef 

3-4 lg, pieces of suet 

2 T butter or margarine 

4 chicken livers 

1/2 lb, mushrooms, finely 
chopped 

1/4 lb, ham, finely chopped 

1 T catsup 

1/3 c. sherry 

1 egg 

Several days _ before 
serving make puff paste 
and refrigerate wrapped. 
PUFF PASTE: 

Three days before serv- 
ing: into large bowl sift 2 
cups _ sifted 
flour. Make well in center. 
Put 1/2 cup water and 3/4t, 
salt/with fork, working 
quickly and lightly, mixto- 
gether, adding1/4 cup more 
water as the 1/2 cup water 
is absorbed into flour, Re- 
frigerate puff paste 15min., 
then place it on a floured 
board and roll into rec- 
tangle, about 1/4 inch. Now 
shape | c fine, butnot hard, 
butter or margarine (1/2 
lb.) into a flat square cake, 
l”’ thick. Place butter in 
center of paste, then fold 
paste over it, enclosing it 
in an envelope like shape. 
Roll folded paste away from 
you into a long, thin rec- 
tangle, as thin as possible 
without letting butter break 
through. Fold this rec- 
tangle in thirds; then bring 
one end over the center 
third, and other end over 
the first. Do a second 
‘turn’’ on dough, then re- 
frigerate 20 minutes. Do 2 
more ‘‘turns’’ then re- 
frigerate 30 minutes. Then 
do 2 final ‘“‘turns’’; wrap 
paste in foil, then re- 
frigerate until used. (Make 
6 ‘‘turns’’ in all). 

Day before serving: 

Start heating oven 350 
degrees. Place filet on rack 


all-purpose’ 


in roasting pan, then lay 
pieces of suet over it. In- 
sert roast-meat  ther- 
mometer into center of 
filet. Roast filet to desired 
degree of doneness, then 
remove it from oven, take 
off suet, let filet cool. Then 
refrigerate it. 

In hot butter or mar- 
garine, in skillet, saute’ 
chicken livers until brown- 
ed; then chop them fine, 
return to skillet and add 
mushrooms, ham, catsup, 
and sherry. Cook, stirring, 
occasionally 10 minutes. 
Cool, stir in beaten egs 
yolk, remove tobowl, cover 
with foil, refrigerate. 


About hour before 


serving: on floured board, 
roll out 3/4 of Puff Paste 
into a rectangle large 


enough to enclose the filet. ° 


Now lay bottom center of 
filet along one edge of Puff 
Paste; over top of filet 
pat chopped ham mixture; 
then lift one end of Puff 
Paste up and over filet, 
overlapping both ends 
under filet. Tuck in other 
ends firmly. Then lift up 
filet and lay, seam side 
down, on large cookie 
sheet. Start heating over 
425, 

Roll out remaining Puff 
Paste; then with small 
cookie cutters cut from it 
such decorative shapes 
with which to garnish filet. 

Quickly brush pastry 
surfaces of filet with 
slightly beaten egg whites; 
then arrange decorative 
shapes onitand brush again 
with egg white. Bake filet 
30-40 minutes or until pas- 
try is golden. Then with 2 
broad spatulas, lift filet 
to serving platter; garnish, 
In serving cut into 1/2” 
slices.

Young People 


Benefit From 
Labor Law 


“The Alabama Child 
Labor Law is designed to 
premote higher working 
standards for our young 
people and in no way isa 
roadblock to their employ- 
ment,’’ said Industrial Re- 
lations Department Di- 
rector Rex D, Roach. 

“There seems to be a 
misconception on the part 
of some people that the 
Child Labor Law will keep 
young people from accept- 
ing employment or employ- 
ers from hiring minor 
workers, 

“‘This is not the case at 
all,’’ Roach said, ‘‘The law 
is simply a means of pro- 
tecting our young people 
from premature toil in un- 
suitable working conditions 
and to insure them the 
benefits of a complete edu- 
cation,”’ 

Roach said, however, 
that the law does set cer- 
tain standards of work and 
the types of employment 
minors at certain ages may 
take. 

For example, minors in 
the 14 to 16 age group may 
enter certain types of non- 
mining and nonmanufac-

turing employment if they 
can prove themselves un- 
der the law and obtain a 
permit from the Depart- 
ment of Industrial Re- 
lations, In many instances 
these young employees can 
qualify with a permit issu- 
ing officer, usually a local 
school official. 

A case, for example, is 
that any boy 12 orunder, or 
girl 18 years of age or un- 
der is prohibited from dis- 
tributing or selling news- 
papers, magazines, peri- 
odicals, handbills or circu- 
lars, or working in any oc- 
cupation performed on the 
street or in public places. 
However, boys 10 and ll 
years old may carry news- 
papers or magazines in re- 
sidential areas of a city. 

The Alabama law covers 
the employment activities 
of any minor 17 years of 
age or under. The only ex- 
ceptions are those engaged 
in domestic service or in 
agriculture, Roach said. 

Roach complimented 
Alabama employers for 
their observance of the law 
and noted that its accept- 
ance is widespread 
throughout the state. He 
emphasized that a clear un- 
derstanding of the pro- 
visions and the purposes 
of the law are vital to all 
our citizens and to the 
continued economic growth 
of the state. 

“This law is one means 
of guaranteeing our young 
people an opportunity to an 
education which is essen- 
tial to the growth of the 
individual worker and tothe 
over-all business com- 
munity,’ Roach stated. 

Workers and employers 
may obtain additional in- 
formation on the law by 
contacting the Department 
of Industrial Relations or 
the local State Employment 
Service Office. The local 
State Employment Service 
facility is a source for 
qualified young workers.

BEEF WELLINGTON FOR VIP’S 


1-1/2 recipe Puff Paste 

3-4 Ib, filet of beef 

3-4 lg. pieces of suet 

2 T butter or margarine 

4 chicken livers 

1/2 lb. mushrooms, finely 
chopped 

1/4 lb, ham, finely chopped 

1 T catsup 

1/3 c. sherry 


1 egg 
Several days before 
serving make puff paste 


and refrigerate wrapped. 
PUFF PASTE: 

Three days before serv- 
ing: into large bowl sift 2 
cups sifted 
flour. Make well in center. 
Put 1/2 cup water and 3/4t. 
salt/with fork, working, 
quickly and lightly, mixto- 
gether, adding1/4 cup more 
water as the 1/2 cup water 
is absorbed into flour. Re- 
frigerate puff paste 15 min., 
then place it on a floured 
board and roll into rec- 
tangle, about 1/4 inch, Now 
shape | c fine, but not hard, 
butter or margarine (1/2 
lb.) into a flat square cake, 
1” thick, Place butter in 
center of paste, then fold 
paste over it, enclosing it 
in an envelope like shape. 
Roll folded paste away from 
you into a long, thin rec- 
tangle, as thin as possible 
without letting butter break 
through. Fold this rec- 
tangle in thirds; then bring 
one end over the center 
third, and other end over 
the first. Do a second 

*turn’’ on dough, then re- 
frigerate 20 minutes. Do 2 
more ‘‘turns’’ then re- 
frigerate 30° minutes, Then 
do 2 final ‘‘turns’’; wrap 
paste in foil, then re- 
frigerate until used. (Make 
6 ‘‘turns’’ in all), 

Day before serving: 

Start heating oven 350 
degrees. Place filet on rack 


all-purpose ' 


in roasting pan, then lay 
pieces of suet over it. In- 
sert roast-meat  ther- 
mometer into center of 
filet. Roast filet to desired 
degree of doneness, then 
remove it from oven, take 
off suet, let filet cool, Then 
refrigerate it. 


In hot butter or mar- 
garine, in skillet, saute’ 


chicken livers until brown- 
ed; then chop them fine, 
return to skillet and add 
mushrooms, ham, catsup, 
and sherry. Cook, stirring, 
occasionally 10 minutes. 
Cool, stir in beaten egs 
yolk, remove tobowl, cover 
with foil, refrigerate. 


About hour before 


serving: on floured board, 
roll out 3/4 of Puff Paste 
into a _ rectangle large 


enough to enclose the filet. ° 


Now lay bottom center of 
filet along one edge of Puff 
Paste; over top of filet 
pat chopped ham mixture; 
then lift one end of Puff 
Paste up and over filet, 
overlapping both ends 
under filet. Tuck in other 
ends firmly. Then lift up 
filet and lay, seam side 
down, on large cookie 
sheet. Start heating over 
425. 

Roll out remaining Puff 
Paste; then with small 
cookie cutters cut from it 
such decorative shapes 
with which to garnish filet. 

Quickly brush pastry 
surfaces of filet with 
slightly beaten egg whites; 
then arrange decorative 
shapes onitand brush again 
with egg white. Bake filet 
30-40 minutes or until pas- 
try is golden. Then with 2 
broad spatulas, lift filet 
to serving platter; garnish. 
In serving cut into 1/2” 
slices.

Young People 


Benefit From 
Labor Law 


“The Alabama Child 
Labor Law is designed to 
promote higher working 
standards for our young 
people and in no way isa 
roadblock to their employ- 
ment,’’ said Industrial Re- 
lations Department Di- 
rector Rex D, Roach. 

“There seems to be a 
misconception on the part 
of some people that the 
Child Labor Law will keep 
young people from accept- 
ing employment or employ- 
ers from hiring minor 
workers, 

“This is not the case at 
all,’’ Roach said, ‘‘The law 
is simply a means of pro- 
tecting our young people 
from premature toil in un- 
suitable working conditions 
and to insure them the 
benefits of a complete edu- 
cation.’’ 

Roach said, however, 
that the law does set cer- 
tain standards of work and 
the types of employment 
minors at certainages may 
take, 

For example, minors in 
the 14 to 16 age group may 
enter certain types of non- 
mining and nonmanufac-

turing employment if they 
can prove themselves un- 
der the law and obtain a 
permit from the Depart- 
ment of Industrial Re- 
lations. In many instances 
these young employees can 
qualify with a permit issu- 
ing officer, usually a local 
school official. 

A case, for example, is 
that any boy 12 orunder, or 
girl 18 years of age or un- 
der is prohibited from dis- 
tributing or selling news- 
papers, magazines, peri- 
odicals, handbills or circu- 
lars, or working in any oc- 
cupation performed on the 
street or in public places, 
However, boys 10 and ll 
years old may carry news- 
papers or magazines in re- 
sidential areas of a city. 

The Alabama law covers 
the employment activities 
of any minor 17 years of 
age or under. The only ex- 
ceptions are those engaged 
in domestic service or in 
agriculture, Roach said, 

Roach complimented 
Alabama employers for 
their observance of the law 
and noted that its accept- 
ance is widespread 
throughout the state. He 
emphasized that a clear un- 
derstanding of the pro- 
visions and the purposes 
of the law are vital to all 
our citizens and to the 
continued economic growth 
of the state. 

“This law is one means 
of guaranteeing our young 
people an opportunity to an 
education which is essen- 
tial to the growth of the 
individual worker and tothe 
over-all business com- 
munity,’’ Roach stated. 

Workers and employers 
may obtain additional in- 
formation on the law by 
contacting the Department 
of Industrial Relations or 
the local State Employment 
Service Office. The local 
State Employment Service 
facility is a source for 
qualified young workers.

Tornado 
Period Begins 


In F ebruary 


The tornado season re- 
presents a terrific area of 
natural disaster concern 
and is an important ob- 
jective of the Civil Defense 
program in Alabama as 
emphasized this week by 
Governor George C, Wal- 
lace. 

The governor said Civil 
Defense forces over Ala- 
bama are training their ob- 
servational capabilities to- 
ward February, March, 
April and May, generally 
the period in which torna- 
does inflict damage 
throughout Aiabama in the 
early part of each year. 

“*A recent analysis of 
the tornado disaster situ- 
ation as submitted to me 
shows that the tornado 
period starts in February, 
reaches a peak in March, 
tapers off in Apriland gen- 
erally fades away in early 
May. The staff of the Civil 
Defense Department is al- 
ways alert to this disas- 
ter period and remains on 
constant watch, communi- 
cating and working direct- 
ly with local Civil Defense 
authorities in the threaten- 
ed, or actual disaster 
areas,’’ he said.

Late blooming decidu- 
ous shrubs such as althea, 
and crepe myrtle may be 
pruned now if they have be- 
come tall or leggy. Over- 
grown abelias and tall 
nandinas should be pruned 
quite heavily. Remove nan- 
dian canes at ground level, 

Don’t prune early blo- 
oming shrubs such as for- 
sythia and flowering quince 
until after blooming. These 
plants develop buds during 
the winter months and will 
bloom within the next few 
weeks, 

Most evergreen shrubs 
can be pruned now. How- 
ever pruning may be delay- 
ed for fruiting shrubs such 
as hollies and pyracantha 
until after they bloom. This 
will prevent the cutting 
away of fruiting wood for 
next fall’s berry crop.
